From  the  number  of.envelop.es  tied  one  can  estimate  the  humber  of  kit  packs  prepared' 
for  our  soldiers,  as  the  envelopes  ^are  -but  one  .of ' the ■ many  things  which  go'- into 
these  handy  bags  .-r  razor  blade,  shaving^  cream,.,  shoe.;' laces,  - v;ritihg  materials  and  the  - ■ 
little  necessities,  compactly  stored  .for  use  on  the  voyage.  - and  tha' amount  of  work 
necessary'  before'  the- kit.  is  complete ,•  Much  of  this  v.'Ork  must  be- done- by  volunteer-'' 
workers  because,  of  . th§,  inability  to  obtain  paid-  employees  at  ‘ this  time.  A-' few  hours 
each  v;eek  contributed  to. this  or  somepthe.r  activity,  carried'o'n  by  the  Red  Cross'will 
give  one  a fair  idea  of  the  tremendous  goo.d  done';fO:r  our  soldiers  and' also  for  marpr  - 
other  'oeople  who  are  not  as  fortunate  as  w^e.
